Vo waited for Ruby to got dressed and then brought hia to third floor on tie 
elevator. Thera vo were Joined by Ser.Vel and brought Ruby on into Capt. 

Tritz’e office. Hr. Sorrels of the Secret Service was in Capt. Pritz' s office, 
and sore ot v er officor fron F, B, X., or Secret Service, vas also there. After 
Cspt. Fritz and Fr. Sorrels talked to Ruby awhile, Hr. Sorrels and this other 
officer left. In a few minutes, Justice of the Peace, Pierce Fc Pride and 
Assistant District Attorney Bill Alexander came in. Judge Ho Bride read the 
charge to Ruby that had been filed against bin and advised hia of Ms rights. 

At biOO HI Det. E. L. Boyd, B. t. Senkel, and I took Jack Ruby back to the 
fifth floor Jail and turned hia over to the Jailers thare.
